VEGETABLES AND LAMB 


E ARE not confined to the suc 
' culent green vegetables of 
the summer for the -vitamin-rich 
foods which are needed in our dlet.

A VICTIM GOES TO 
COURT - 


Fox the first time in the history 
of law courts, a son is suing for 
the joss of family life because of 
the separation of his: parents. 

He is a young man of twenty- 
one who had a happy home life un- 
til four years ago, when his parents 
separated. Since that time, he 
charges, he has been deprived of 
his- mother, of ‘family ties and home 
life; also, he says, he has been 
shunned’ by his friends, compelled 
to live in boarding houses, and has 
been so affected as to have lost op- 
portunities for employment. He 
relates, too, the loss of bis brother 
and sister from whom he became 
separated after his mother left their 
home, And he is suing for a large 
sum the man said to have ‘induced. 
his mother to leave his father. 

One wonders that no child has 
thought of doing that before: Hus- 
bands sue for allenation of their 
wives’ affections, wives sue other 
women for the loss of their hus- 
bands. But until this instance, no 
one has heard from the children of 
broken homes. Strange, come to 
think of it, isn’t it? For in all the 
unhappy aftermath of the divorce 


court, obviously the greatest losers 


and greatest sufferers are the chil- 
dren of the unions that are broken 
up. 

Perhaps this suit will set a prece- 
dent for more of its kind. And if I 
were the judge in such a case, and 
the responsibility of some one for 
breaking up a home where there 
were children was proved, I should 
penalize that person to the very. 
limit of the law. I should go fur- 
ther in penalizing the parénts them- 
selves who let down their children 
by depriving them of the home life 
to which every child is entitled. 
The threat of having to make resti- 
tution to their children in money 
for the home which they lose might 
give pause to men and women who 
take their responsibilities lightly.

I ADVICE to women who are 
tired of the color nature gave 
their tresses is; think not twice but 
several times before you. decide— 
and then if you must dye, let an 
expert do it.
